In his secret testimony of March 
31 and April 1; some of it still 
withheld, Modelski said his assign- 
ment did not cover atomic bomb 
espionage A speciai spy unit un- 
der Dr. Ignace Zlotowski, an atom- 
ic scientist also known as Gold- 
man or Goldberg, was charged 
with this mission, he testified. 


Zlotowski, now in Poland, was 
sent here as a Deputy in the Em- 
bassy, and formerly taught at the 
University of Minnesota, Vassar 
College, and Ohio State University 
(between 1944 and 1946). He was 
also. an alternate delegate to the 
UN General Assembly in 1946. 
Zlotowski was at one time asso-{. 
ciated with Joliot-Curie, Freneh 
Communist now in charge of the/ 
French atomic bomb project. 


Modelski testified that he in- 
formed the United States military 
intelligence that Zlotowski was a 
Communist and did not come here 
just for the trip.

NEW YORK—John Garris, 
slain tenor of the Metropolli- 
tan Company, got paid 
off largely in glamor:, It was 
disclosed yesterday, as the Met 
tried to get a line .on his ‘bank 
balance to determine whether 
there was enough to cover fu- 
neral expenses. 

A Met spokesman admitted 
that Garris “wasn’t highly 
paid” and said that a bank 
statement would be sought.

Alfred V. Dutton, 13-year-old 
lad who lost his left leg to cancer, 
saw his first ball game last night. 
He watched Atlanta lose to Chat- 
tanooga, 11 to 2. The leg was 
amputated Wednesday. 

His first reaction was to “boo 
the umpire.” 

Alfred decided early in the 
game the “Ump needed glasses,” 
and that his cheers were for the 
Crackers. 

He disagreed on called strikes 
and several times yelled: 

“Put on some glasses, mister.” 

Alfred roared with applause 
when Atlanta’s double-play com- 
bination, Shortstop Gene Verble 
and .Dave Williams, wiped the 
sacks clean. And he was ready 
to leap from his seat at every

.| pounding down the base paths. 


The toughest time ‘for Alfred 
came in the seventh inning when 
the rest of the crowd stood for 
the traditional strétch.

It looks 
like he knew what he was talk- 
ing about.” 

Kryder went to prison on Feb. 
19, 1948, records show. He was 
convicted of buglary in Newnan 
and given three to five years. 
While out under appeal bond from 
Newnan, Cox said, Kryder was 
arrested for burglary at the Lance 
Company on Ponce de Leon Ave- 
nue and a restaurant on Memorial 
Drive. 


At the time, Cox requested that 
no further appeal bonds be given 
Kryder. He said he was informed 
by a Superior Court judge that 
bad character must be shown be- 
fore an appeal bond could be de- 
nied—this despite 19 previous fel- 
cny convictions. 

On the two Atlanta burglaries, 
Cox said Kryder was given a total 
of three to six years. He also 
has three three-year sentences in 
Federal prison for breaking into 
inter-State shipments. 

Cox said Kryder would not be 
released to DeKalb County until 
the State Board of Corrections 
was acquainted with the facts in 
the case. 


When he was first brought to 


|| jail, Kryder told oficers he “was 


on his lunch hour” when arrested. 
He later amended the story to say 
he had “gone to see my girl 
friend.” 


DeKalb Warden E. W. Weir 
said Kryder was assigned to the 
DeKalb engineers, along with oth- 
er trusty prisoners. He added the 
prisoners practically operate the 
office, “saving the county about 
$750 a month.” 


“I knew nothing of Kryder’s 
record,” Weir declared. “I knew 
he had made a good prisoner so 
I gave him a chance as a trusty.” 


Trusties assigned to the engineer 
office report to the DeKalb Court- 
house at 11 a. m. to go off duty 
and must return by 1 p. m., Weir 
explained. He added they are not 
supposed to leave the building. 


Railroad detectives, who had 
come to regard Kryder’s under- 
sized footprints in the vicinity of 
a looted boxcar, as a standard clue, 
saw Kryder riding around in a 
station wagon several months ago 
and protested to the State Board 
of Corrections. 


Weir said at that time Kryder 
was removed from the county en- 
gimeer’s office and placed in a 
work detail. He said he later was 
instructed to return the prisoner 
to trusty duties. 

“We are not attempting to pick 
arguments with anyone,” Cox de- 
clared.

Since the school’s accreditation 
by the State under Herndon’s 
regime, the blind students have 
been able to participate in inter- 
scholastic literary meets and have 
won the Sixth District cup for the 
past three years, the spokesmen 
pointed out. Their living condi- 
tions, training and recreation has 
improved, and enrollment in the 
school has doubled in the past four 
years, the trio added. 

The students do not picture 
Herndon as a “saint,” they said, 
but “those of us who served under 
the previous administration regard 
him as a ‘glorious liberator.’ We 
think of him not only as the first 
man who treated us like normal 
human beings, but also one who 
gave freely of his time and energy 
to our every problem.”

But long before noon the im- 
patient visitors were overflowing 
the town; they came from all over 
Georgia, from surrounding states 
and even from the North. All the 
tickets had been seized before the 
prospective hostesses had got the 
_children off to Sunday school, and 
long before 2,500th visitor had 
signed the guest book at one of the 
houses opened for the tour, the 
sponsors were feeling very happy 
and completely exhausted by suc- 
cess far beyond anything anticipat- 
a 


Well, that was last year. This 
year the Garden Club, of which 
Mrs. Nat Turner is President, are 
preparing for the comfort and 
pleasure of as many thousands as 
may care to come. Strictly speak- 
ing, the tour of homes will begin 
on Sunday, May 1, at 1:30 p. m., 
but anyone desiring to come on 
Saturday to see the surrounding 
attractions—Old Emory at Oxford, 
Salem Camp Ground, Holly 
Springs Farm, etc., will find not 
only comfortable quarters but es- 
pecially planned entertainment, 
old-fashioned dances in costume. 

The merchants are planning 
special window displays, all based 
on the Old South theme, but it is, 
after all, the homes which are the 
main attractions, the homes 
which were built, for the most 
part, in the era when the Old 
South was not yet a phrase; it 
was a way of life. 

A walk down Floyd St. today is 
almost like outwitting that thief, 
Time, and taking a walk 100 years 
ago; the calendar pages might 
scarcely have been turned at all 
and there might never have been 
any wears. Fanlight doorways, 
Dorie columns, piazas with cane 
bottomed chairs; and inside, rose 
wood sofas, mellow portraits, crys 
ta] chandeliers—they are all there: 

If you begin your drive down 
Floyd St. (on Highway No. 12 on 
the road to Milledgeville), you 
will, in a sense be following in 
‘the footsteps of Sherman’s Army, 
for this was the way his raiders 
passed. 

There must surely be time for 
me to tell you here the story of 
the Southern lady who looked 
over the hil] from her porch on 
the north side of town and saw 
the invaders coming. She sent 
her maid scurrying to her sister’s 

home (“CGlairmont,” now the home 
of Editor and Mrs. Belmont Den- 
nis) to warn them to hide their 
valuables. They concealed, ameng 
other things, a convalescent Con- 
federate soldier in the huge cham- 
ney of the drawing room. And then 
the maid was sent on to the town 
to implore the merchants to close 
and lock their shops against the 
invaders. 

Well, the troops came on and 
legend has it that no house in the 
town was burned or destroyed be- 
cause Gen. “Tige” Anderson, a 
Confederate General, had been a 
classmate of Sherman at West 
Point. So they marched down 
Floyd Street and the ladies at the 
Simms home were probably stand- 
ing. strained and silent, watching 
them go by, not knowing about 
that college friendship. 

The Simms home, at 301 Floyd, 
was built around 1835. It is known 
as the Ginn Apartments now, and 
is not, therefore, open throughout 
to visitors. But anyone who likes, 
may pause to admire the intricate 
and fine architectural features of 
the doorway and may even peek 
inside to see the hand-carved 
mantels and the beautiful spiral 
stairway. 

Just across the street is “Swans- 
comb,” one of the jewels of Cov- 
ington’s rare necklace of old 
homes. Built in 1830 by Cary 
Wood, this exquisitely proportion- 
ed and beautifully preserved man- 
sion is said to be the first clap- 
board house built in Covington. 

The home, which will be open 
on the tour, has had several rooms 
added, as well as the handsome 
Doric columns which came with 
the Greek revival in architecture. 

Among the noteworthy features 
of this beautiful 12-room house are 
long mirrors between tall win- 
dows, gold cornices, carved over- 
head beams, rosewood furniture of 
the ante-bellum period and ex- 
tremely fine crystal] chandeliers. | 
was glad that Mrs. Swann, whose 
family has owned this place for 
several generations, had taken out 
a “ne staircase and put the 
original one back. She has done 
the same with Georgian hand- 
carved mantels. But ong thing she 
has not been able to accomplish: 
there is said to be a secret stairway 
in the house, but to date no one 
has been able to find it. 

Only a few doors away, on the 
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Usher house, three stories in height 
with massive Doric columns and 
a crown-like bullustrade around 
the top of the roof. This home, the 
property of Mrs. Louis wv. Bolton 
and occupied by her daughter-in- 
law, Mrs. M. L. Bolton, will be 
open to visitors who will admire 
its hand-carved mantel, walnut 
stairs, extremely beautiful Water- 
ford candeliers and lovely old 
glass. 

The original home of Judge 
Floyd, for whom the street was 


named and who did so much for 
the town of Covington, is not open 
for exhibition, but its pure and 
beautiful lines can be admired by 
the passer-by. Further down the 
street is the Floyd-Neal-Patterson 
home which was the gift of Judge 
Floyd to his daughter in 1858. 
Charming in its simplicity, the 
home is of a type rarely found in 
Georgia but found frequently in 
Louisiana and Mississippi where 
high waters necessitate a brick 
foundation and high piazza. 


Mr. and Mrs. R. H. Patterson, 
the present owners, have pre 
served beautifully the classic lines 
of this “raised cottage” as the type 
is sometimes called, and furnished 
it entirely with antiques of the 
period and of this vicinity. Visitors 
are surprised and delighted to find 
scratched on a window-pane in 
one of the bedrooms the names of 
Alexander H. Stephen’s nieces who 
attended school at the Masonic Fe- 


male Academy and boarded at the! 
Floyd-Neal home. 

Mrs. Patterson has served as| 
President and Vice President of 
the Garden Club and worked. un- 
tiringly for the success of the 
home tours. 

Of still another type is the 
Meadors home on Conyers St., 
where Dr. M. L. Brittain, Presi- 
dent Emeritus of Georgia Tech, 
spent his boyhood.

Over in Alabama there are nine edu- 
cational institutions of college level oper- 
ated by the State. 


In Florida there are three. 


In Georgia there are 14—15 if one 
wishes to include the Georgia Evening 
College which is, however, an extension 
of the University of Georgia at Athens. 


One of these days Georgia is going to 
have to come to the lick-log on her entire 
educational system. 


We think now is the time to examine 
it, not in accusation, recrimination or hys- 
terical hit-and-miss exposes of «the worst 
examples of elementary education—where 
the crisis is most acute. 


The entire system needs examining, 
elementary, high school and college. 

We will accomplish nothing if we have 
not come of age. If we still are a people 
jealously determined to keep a school, 
even if it is a poor one and providing for 
the children of the community a poor 
education, just because locil vanity and 
pride wants a school, then we will get 
nowhere. If we put the. welfare of our 
children ahead of local politics we can 
achieve something. 

We talk a lot about economy. 

We give the Legislature and the Gov- 
ernor blustering demands to save money. 

But, when it comes down to acting, 
the local legislators and local organiza- 
tions howl in protest. They want the 
money saved somewhere elseif saving 
it means abandoning an unnecessary 
school. 

There are few counties in Georgia 
which could not reduce the number of 
schools by a third and the number of 
Negro schools by half and provide all 
children with better education and better 
buildings. Let every civic club in each 
county ask of its board “How many 
schools. white and colored. do we have?” 

Will we do it? It all depends on the 
vanity and local pride of the school dis- 
tricts. 

What about colleges? 
into the big-time politics. 

No Georgian will argue that it makes 
sense for this, or any other State, to oper-

ate 14 institutions of college level. 

That isn’t the worst of it. 

The institutions of four-year college 
level compete with one another. The basic 
fee for,resident students at the University 
of Georgia will be, next fall, $59.50 per 
quarter. At Georgia Tech it will be $69. 
At the four institutions also offering four- 
year courses, and academic degrees, the 
basic residence fee will be $45. No one 
seems to know why. The best explana- 
tion is that at Athens they get more foot- 
ball, more dances, more glamor and there- 


. fore can pay more. 


We have got two women’s colleges. 
We have five junior colleges, some very 
few miles apart. Their basic prices vary. 
Americus offers schooling $1.50 cheaper 
than Carrollton. Cochran is $2 less. We 
have got three Negro colleges and need 
one good one. Their basic resident fees 
vary from $33 to $36 per quarter. The 
story runs on. 

We certainly could consolidate our col- 
lege level institutions to nine. But, imag- 
ine the plight of the Solomon asked to de- 
cide which to abandon. Local pride puts 
itself ahead of State pride. But it could 
be determined. 

. Do we mean it when we say we want 
to save money and to improve education? 

Then let each county insist on a thor- 
ough examination of its schools—keeping 
in mind that soon there will be a require- 
ment that we keep our Negro schools not 
merely separate but equal in buildings 
and equipment. We believe the people 
of Georgia want to do that. Finding the 
money will be difficult. So let’s think 
about it now. 

This we see as a time for honest an- 
swer. Do we want to do the major opera- 
tion necessary, or don’t we? 

Until we are, then let’s forget about 
referendums. The people won’t pass one 
for more money until they know what it 
will buy. May we suggest the State Su- 
perintendent and the State Board of Re- 
gents create the necessary blueprints, as- 
sisted by the boards in each county. 

Let’s put the children and the young 
students ahead of local politics and local 
vanity. 


Public Library Service in Georgia 


Offhand, we can think of no more 
worthy and less appreciated people than 
our librarians. They have no lobby work- 
ing for them, as do the schools, and they 
are even more underpaid and “taken for 
granted” than teachers. 


Their-association has just completed a 
meeting in Atlanta and the information is 
good. There were evident a vitality and a 
courageous determination to give Georgia 
better libraries even if the State is apa- 
thetic. In no single field of library work 
was there a loss or backsliding. Atlanta, 
happily, is showing the way with a fine

new addition to its library. It’s about 
time, too, sijjge the present building was 
put up in 1980. Also in the program is 
a new and large branch for colored pa- 
trons on West Hunter Street. There is a 
fine spirit of co-operation in evidence and 
we know it will continue. The entire 
record, rural and urban, is good. In the 
rural areas Georgia now has 30 bookmo- 
biles, serving 46 counties. Book collec- 
tions in school libraries have steadily im- 
proved. 

We wish to extend sincere congratula- 
tions to our librarians—they are among 
our finest public servants.

I am sure the churches would have special services which 
would be well attended. But, I doubt if there would be any great 
crush at the doors, with persons trampling others in an effort to 
get in. There might, Brother Rodgers, be a few churches where 
even the pastor didn’t show up. There always are a few, every year, 
who elope with the contralto in the choir. 

I fell pretty sure, too, the night clubs would get a big play from 
those who figure the jig is up and they might as well have one last, 
big fling. There would be others who would figure it was all an 
error, or that there would be a change in plans. A few would go 
to pieces. 

I doubt if there would be much buying and selling in the dia- 
mond marts and there would be mighty few indeed to inquire as 
to the market fluctuations in gold. 


KKK I feel very sure indeed the Ku Klux Klan would not don 
their robes. Even the Ku Klux wouldn’t want to be caught 
dead in those things. Offhand, I can think of no more embarrassing 
moment than for a soul to present itself at the awful seat of judg- 
ment clad in one of those obscene KKK nightgowns.

Ain Open Letter To John Herndon 


An open letter to John Herndon, who was fired by the Talmadge-controlled State Board of Edu- 
cation after doing more for the blind children of Georgia than any other man: 


Dear John: 


A few weeks ago I made a historical note of the fact that the Constitutional State Board of Cor- 


rections—created in 1943 for the purpose of being free of politics—had died: Taking its place was a 
group of persons who showed no independence, but bowed to the wishes of the Administration and 


fired a capable director without cause. 

The Constitutional State Board of Education 
was created in 1943, after a former Governor 
had caused the disaccrediting of a school] system 
for political interference. Resignations of mem- 
bers of this Board, which supposedly could not be 
controlled by any Governor, permitted the pres- 
ent Governor to gain control at the School] Board. 
It is ironical that where one controlled School 
Board played politics causing the disaccrediting of 
our schools that the present Schoo] Board is play- 
ing politics for the announced purpose of gain- 
ing accreditation of your school. 


At a time when Georgia thinks of creating a 
“nonpolitical Constitutional Highway Board,” it 
should be pointed out that constitutional boards 
do not work in this State. The full member- 
ships of the boards were named by one Gov- 
ernor—Arnall—in 1943 and 1944. These mem- 
perships therefore were friendly to Arnall. They 
likewise were friendly, to a large degree, to 
Acting Gov. Thompson, who had worked in the 
Arnall administration. Then, when the first test 
of independence came in the change of factional 
administrations, the boards did not stand—mem- 
bers resigned and permitted the new Governor 
to stack his boards. 


. Other than to record the passing of a Con- 
stitutional Board, however, this letter to you is 
to express appreciation and admiration for the 
work you have done at the Schoo] for, the Blind. 


A few years ago, I accompanied a commit- 


tee from the Legislature inspecting your school. 
Those who had seen the weeds overgrowing the 


campus under previous directors were amazed at — 


the job you had done in improving the campus 
and buildings with limited funds. Those who 
had seen the blind students merely confined like 
animals in pens under previous administrations 
were elated at the morale of the students who 
were happily studying, playing and working un- 
der your administration. 


The committee asked more money for your 
school. It also asked that a home be built for 
you. A true conception of your love for the 
blind children was seen when you declined the 
home, and told the State Board of Education to 
spend its limited funds first on improving the 
lot of the children. That is perhaps unprece- 


dented in Georgia political history—if we’re talk- 
ing politics. 

I was tickled when the State Board of Edu- 
cation in the past tried to learn how you did 
so much on so little money. It found you, a 
former athletic coach, going out and butchering 
cattle yourself so as to save the cost of buying 
meats. That’s strange for a school] principal— 
perhaps it’s against the policies of the accredit- 
ing groups. 

Then, there was the time you wanted to take 
the kids into downtown Macon for an enter- 
tainment at the City Auditorium. The price of 
the chartered busses was too high. So you lined 
up the blind children, gave them a nickel] each, 
and loaded them into the trolleys. Since then 
you take the children on outings many times— 
something which was not done under previous 
administrations. 

I recalled you picking up a State truck that 
was idle and going to the Farmers’ Market and 
buying fresh vegetables—at a savings. 

Those are just the items that reach the ears 
of investigating newsmen, school boards, and 
legislators. The children know many more of 
your attributes and they love you for them. 

Newspaper reporters have blazoned rotten 
conditions and bad administration of some of 
Georgia’s institutions. But no writer has ever 
—_ your school without writing praises 
of you. 

Not so long ago the State Board of Education 
feared you were going to resign because it 
couldn’t give your school the proper support. It 
was shocking, to me, then to find a new State 
Board firing you. 

It said it did so because the school can never 
be accredited as long as you are superintendent, 
since your scholastic attainments are not high 
enough. haps that is a good ground—but 
State School Superintendent M. D. Collins brought 
out the politica] angles as he fought for you. | 

If the Board had been interested in im- 
proving the school, however, it seems you would 
have been replaced by a more capable super- 
intendent. 

I know many join me in expressing appre 
ciation to you for your work. ,

Needed--Review of Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON—The United States Senate could, and should, become the forum for a careful ana- 
lytical review of our whole foreign policy when it begins to consider the Atlantic Pact in the near future. 
It is the logical time to take stock, for this military alliance with Western Europe is a departure 


for us. 


from creation of the United Nations at San Francisco only four’ years ago. 


It is certainly, too, not the place at which we expected to arrive when we looked forward 


It would be wise to try 


to find out how we got where we are today as a possible help in going on from here. 


It represents a backward step from the United 
Nations into outmoded concepts of armed alli- 
ances which so many of us thought had been shat- 
tered by World War II in our generation, only to 
find ourselves deluded after so short a time. 


The debate on the Atlantic Pact offers 
a splendid opportunity to talk about strength- 
ening the United Nations into a real world 
government, which was the original objec- 
tive, instead of weakening it by a secession 
movement such as the Atlantic Pact. At best, 
the UN was comparable to the Articles ef Con- 
federation of our American Revolution Era. 
While that loose confederation, which lacked 
essential authority, somehow carried us 
through the Revolution, it had to be trans- 
formed into a strong Federal union only six 
years thereafter when we ran into the prob- 
lems of self-government as an independent 
nation—such problems as the world, itself, 
faces today and on not much larger or dif- 
ferent scale, for the air and radio-connected 
world today is much smaller than our stage- 
coach and ox-cart colonies were then. 


Cynics here and the world over looked with 
unconcealed skepticism upon the group of men 
who gathered at Philadelphia to write a Consti- 
tution that would bind together such divers ele- 
ments, refusing to believe that men, however 
able and skillful and earnest, could be so bold 
and original. Such boldness is needed today, 
nor is it too much to ask. 


Twice since World War I our Senate has 
initiated movements for international peace 
and concord—first in the 1922 Arms Limita- 
tion Conference here in Washington, which 
it proposed to the President in a rider on a 
naval appropriation bill; second, in the 1933 
World Economic Conference in London, 
which it recommended by resolution. If 
each had succeeded as fully as it might, 
much that has happened since might not 
have happened. But in both instances Amer- 


ican idealism and leadership expressed them- 
selves, as they could again. 


By the time the Senate begins to consider the 
Atlantic Pact is expected to have before it a 
resolution sponsored by a number of Senators 
and House members beseeching President Tru- 
man to call a constitution convention of the 
nations of the world to establish a real world 
federation. The public pressure behind this 
movement is indicated by adoption of similar 
resolutions by a number of State legislators. 

Such a resolution offers the opportunity for 
Congress to take the initiative again. 


Debate on the Atlantic Pact would be a 
good time, too, to take another look at our 
war aim to promote democracy elsewhere 
which, upon examination, we would find 
slightly tarnished here and there, notably in 
Germany. There the influence of our policy 
has been less toward encouraging the demo- 
cratic elements than to encouraging those ele- 
ments, represented in the big business and 
financial monopolists and cartelists, whe 
picked Hitler for their stooge, appropriated 
the military for their purposes, exploited the 
German people and started a war to estab- 
lish their system all over Europe and the 
world. There’s not a democrat in the whole 
cynical and sinister lot. 


Some of this story is told in a report sub- 


mitted to ex-Secretary of the Army Kenneth C. 


Royall a few days ago by the special commission 
he sent to Germany late last year to investigate 
abandonment of our program designed to break 
up the cartels that supplied Hitler’s armies. It 
is not a pretty story. Some of it is not compli- 
mentary to some key officials in our regime in 
Germany. 

It is hoped this report will be published soon, 
so that our people and our Congress will be fully 
informed upon this phase of our postwar policy 
as they prepare to consider the new and unprece- 
dented adventure in the Atlantic Pact and its 
supplementary arms program for Western Europe.

He was, in fact, an absolute 
dear—but still, I felt that I had“been very badly 
treated by His Majesty’s Government. 


Until recently, that is. Recently Robert went 
to Florida on a motor trip with a prominent and 
charming young Georgian who was making a pro- 
fessional study of large and small towns. One 
night they arrived in a little village and in the 
course of the evening began talking to a man 
whom they had asked for suggestions about 
hotels. He guided them to their destination, 
chatted a while longer and went away. Robert 
and our friend went off to have some supper, 
and when they returned found a police car 
drawn up outside. Inside the hotel] two police 
men were questioning the manager about his 
guests; that is, about my husband and his com- 
panion. The friend was able to produce most 
convincing proof of identity, and Robert, of 
course, had his passport and identity card; so 
in the end all was well. 


“But why,” they asked the policemen, 
“did you happen to come looking for us?” 
The police weren’t keen on telling where 
their “information received” had actually 
been received, but finally they did explain: 
“Someone telephoned us and said, ‘There’s 
a Georgia Cracker and a Limey down here. 
Must be something screwy going on.’” Ob- 
viously the informer had been the good Sa- 
maritan who'd directed them to the hotel. 


There’s no moral to this tale; I just want to 
say to Scotland Yard that here in America “we 
got aliens, too.” And believe it or not, they are 
British! Limeys, if you prefer. -

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to, to talk to anybody we chose. 


We sat in the dining room with 
children and teachers. We 
went in classrooms and dormi- 
tories. We poked around the 
kitchen and the playground. We 
talked to children, to their teach- 
ers and to a parent who happened 
to be visiting. We sat in the audi- 
torium and listened to the glee 
club sing and at dusk, when a 
pretty blind girl sat alone in the 
auditorium practicing “The Lord’s 
Prayer” on the pipe organ, we 
turned to each other and said with 
one accord: 
“This is the best one yet!” 


Inspiring and thrilling are tired 
and hackneyed words but they ap- 
ply to the Academy for the Blind 
and to the work that John Hern- 
don has done there. 

John Herndon is a man with an 
instinct for handling children. If 
he had never been to school a day 


in his life we believe he would 
still be a better superintendent 


| 


than most people. The fact that he 
doesn’t have a degree seems to us 
to be of minor importance com~ 
pared to the gifts he does possess. 
He loves children—not in a maud- 
lin, namby-pamby way—but like 
the hard-headed, two-fisted old 
football coach that he is. 


He is a sensible, realistic man 
who knows that a blind person 
has troubles enough in this life 
without being set apart and edu- 
cated in a cotton-wool atmos- 
phere with no contact with the 
outside world. As a result he 
has cut down the hedge in front 
of the school and opened the 
gates. His boys and girls go to 
church and Sunday school, to 
Scout meetings, to the movies 
and the corner drugstore with 
the same freedom enjoyed by 
our children. There’s no busi- 
ness of walking into the dining 
room in lock-step like convicts 
in a prison camp. There is lit- 
erally nothing to set the Acad- 
emy for the Blind apart from 
any comfortable, old-fashioned 
boarding school anywhere. 


When John Herndon went to 
Macon at the end of the pre- 
vious regime, things were alto- 
gether different, according to some 
of the older students. They told us 
of bad food and dirty beds. They 
told us of being segregated from 
the outside world like a leper col- 
ony. They told us of marching, 
like convicts, wherever they went. 


Eating with a blind child, par- 
ticularly a child with glaring holes 
in his face instead of eyes, might 
not have been an attractive pros- 
pect in the old days. The pitiful 
face, the fumbling» hands, spilling 
food and overturning things, were 
undoubtedly enough to make a 
seeing teacher seek out a table in 
a private dining room with other 
teachers. 


John Herndon would not have it 


that way 

“These children are going to live 
in a seeing world,” he said. “Let’s 
teach them how.” 


Nowadays, not only every 
teacher in the school but John 
Herndon and his wife and own 
children eat at the tables with 


the blind pupils. Table manners 
are supervised. There is no spill-

GUNS ON THE WESTERN WATERS, by H. Allen Gos- 
nell; Louisiana State University Press; $6.50. 


Did you ever hear about the time a fleet of U. S. naval 


vessels advanced to battle through a forest? 


Could there 


be a more fantastic picture in naval history than “a line of 
ironclads and mortar boats, tugs and transports pushing 
their way through a long wide lane in the woods?” 


It really happened, back in 
1863. The fact that the expedi- 
tion wound up in failure does 
not detract from its remarkable 
nature. It’s an outstanding chap- 
ter in this interesting chronicle 
of battles on the Mississippi and 
its tributaries during the War 
Between the States. 

You’ll meet familiar names in 
these pages: The Arkansas, the 
Hartford, the Queen of the 
West, the Indianola and the 
Carondelet. You’ll meet others 
not so familiar. Cmdr. Gosnell 
has done a thorough and studi- 
ous job of recreating one of the 
lesser-known phases of the fight- 
ing in 1861-65. 

“Guns on the Western Wa- 
ters” is particularly interesting 
and valuable because the author 
lets the stories be told by par- 
ticipants. He has mustered a 
vivid and authentic array of 
eyewitness accounts of the bat- 
tles he described, combined 
them adroitly, edited them deft- 

ly, to form a coherent account. 

It is notable, too, that the 
reader doesn’t need to be versed 


in naval terminology to under- © 


stand the book. Gosnell has 
taken pains to background his 
writing, to explain the differ- 
ence between a ship and a boat, 
to tell why shell and solid shot 
each had its advantages in this 
kind of warfare. 

In view of the basic value of 
the work, it’s a pity there is 
neither a bibliography nor an 
index.

ARTIST MAKES GOOD AS NOVELIST 


Dramatic Story of Bulltighting 


THE BRAVE BULLS, by Tom Lea; jacket painting and 
illustrations by the author; Little, Brown; 270 pp; $3. 


When an artist turns novelist and does a cracking fine 
job on the first try .. . that’s real literary news. 


Tom Lea has penned a dra- 
matic story of bullfighters; the 
arena sand under their feet into 
which flows the blood of the 
bulls, often mingled with that of 
the toreros who fight them; the 
corrida, where the savage bulls 
pit their brute strength against 
the courage and agility of their 
tormentors. 

“The festival of the bulls,” 
says one of Lea’s characters, is 
the only art form in which 
violence, bloodshed and death 
are palpable and unfeigned. It 
is the only art in which the art- 
ist deals actual death and risks 
actual death, as if a poet were 
called upon to scan his lines with 
his life. It is the contemplation 
of this visible violence and ac- 
tual death that gives the art its 
peculiar power.” 

This is the story of Luis Bello, 
a top-flight Mexican bullfighter, 
who scorns cowardice and then 
learns the meaning of fear. Ca- 
tastrophe and tragedy plague 
him as he seeks to further fhe 
career of his kid brother, Pepe. 
He witnesses the death of a fel- 
low matador, Juan Salazar, per- 
forming in the same ring with 
him. His mistress, the beauteous 
Linda, and his manager, Raul, 
die together in an automobile 
wreck under circumstances that 
unnerve him and leave scars on 
his heart. 

Against the panoply and fan- 
fare of the bullring at provincial 
Cuenca, Luis, appearing on the 
same card with Pepe, faces a 
crisis. His luck has been bad 
and he _is called upon to fight the 
fierce Las Astas bulls, the mean- 
est breed in all Mexico. 

A terrific climax, worthy of a 
Hemingway, provides a final 
punch that leaves the reader 
limp. 

All the colorful glamor of the 
arena is packed into this story. 
Revealed as well is the sordid 
side, the graft, the shills, the 
blood and sudden death. The 
author, thoughtfully, provides a 
preface which is practically a 
glossary and is a big help to 
those unfamiliar with bullfight- 
ing and its nomenclature. 

Tom Lea was born in El Paso, 
Texas. His familiarity with bull 
rings began at the age of eight 
when he saw his first corrida. 
An artist, he has spent much 
time with “the bulls.” 

Mexicans, he lets one of his 
characters explain, look upon 
bullfighting as a spectacle. 
(“Most of the human race are 


far from considering bullfight- 


ing an art. To them it is a 
bloody sport, a debased and use- 
less violence.”’) 

Lea presents a strong case for 
bullfighting, its gore and cruelty. 
He, however, does not gloss over 
the aspects of the “sport” that 
prove repulsive to Americans. 

We'll take a chance on strain- 
ing good-neighbor relations by 
telling the story of a Texas cat- 
tleman who never missed a bull- 
fight in the hope that he would 
get to see a bull kill a Mexican. 
What he resented was the cruel 


deaths suffered on the horns of 
the bulls by the sarry nags rid- 
den, by the picadores. Horses, he 
contended with bitter invective, 
deserved a better fate. Many an 
American has been ejected from 
the Mexican bull rings for root- 
ing for “El Toro.” 
Nevertheless, Tom Lea’s book 
ig an exciting one and hand- 
some to boot and one that we 
take pleasure in recommending.

15-Billion Blank Check 
Included in Housing Bill 


B. A. Martin, active member of the Atlanta Home Build-|| 


ers’ Association and a director of the national association, 
issued a statement saying “a $15,000,000,000 blank check will 


be handed the Federal Government Housing Authority from 


the taxpayers of this country if Public Housing Bill No. 1070, 
already passed by the U. S. Senate and now before the House 


ing. 

Mr. Martin is one of the largest 
and best-known builders in this 
city and section. He has built hun: 
dreds of homes and apartments in 
and around Atlanta—many for pri- 
vate owners and many he now 
owns and controls. In his inter. 
view he stated that he was ex: 
pressing largely his own persona! 
opinion about public housing and 
what is contained in the bill now 
before Congress, but at the same 
time ‘he was confident he was 
voicing the opinion of some 200 
builders in this city as well as the 
opinion of quite a large number— 
in fact, a large majority—of the 
businessmen and taxpayers in this 
community. 

In criticizing the housing bill 
now being considered, he said that 
if passed, especially in its present 
form, it would mean the Govern- 
ment in business at the taxpayers’ 
expense. 

“Private enterprise has done a 
pretty good job in America for 
the past 150 years,” Martin said, 
“and I see no reason for changing. 
Today private builders are produc- 
ing 1,000,000 new homes annually 
as fast as labor and material can 
be supplied. The average price is 
$7,000, and that means they are 
producing for all income brackets 
except the very lowest. According 
to the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
in the last 10 years food has in- 
creased 117 percent, clothing 100 
percent, new homes 95 percent. 
the national average income has 
increased 224 percent. With this 
comparison, why should anyone 
condemn private building?” 


Mr. Martin was asked who will | 


produce homes and shelter for the 
lowest 15 percent — those not 
reached by private capital. “That’s 
where relief agencies come in,” he 
answered. 

“Private and public assistance,” 
he said, “should be given to the 
indigent in helping to pay rent as 
well as food, clothing and other 
necessities. But this should not of: 
fer an excuse for the Government 
to go into the building business, 
any more than food or clothing

business. Furthermore, this public 
housing bill now before Congress 
does not provide for the poorest 
15 percent of our population. It 
does not say who shall receive this 
Government handout. It could and 
probably would go to a friend of 
some politician, whether in need 
or not. It does not limit the cost of 
construction of public housing. It 
would, therefore, increase the pres- 
ent cost of private building by cre 
ating greater demand for material 
and labor.

Tears of rage coursed down the young 
divorcee’s cheeks. 

At 31, this was the hardest blow of all— 
this subjugation to the Nazi victors. 

“T’ll resist,” she vowed. “I'll give my life 
for France.” 

She did not dream of it at that moment, 
but fate had destined her to be the Mata Hari 
of World War II. 

Mathilde Carre was descended from a fam- 
ily of professional soldiers, every male mem- 
ber of which had dedicated his life to France. 

“‘Now is my chance,” she said. “Now the: 
woman, as well as the man, must fight.” 

Months erased much of-the initial grief of 
the crushing defeat, but Mathilde and her 
friends waited for their hour. i 

“La Chatte’”— The Cat— as Mathilde’s 
friends called her, would be the perfeet lure 
for the unsuspecting enemy. Her sleek black 
hair, flashing eyes and purring voice had 
earned her her niekname. “La Chatte’’ more

She did not have to wait long. On a dreary 
blacked-out night in late 1940 her clicque was 
hastily summoned. 

Furtively, through back alleys and side 
streets they moved to a rendezvous with a 
British colonel, Maurice Buckmaster. 

In calm, measured tones he gave the excit- 
ing information—a resistance network was 
planned; “La Chatte” and her friends would 
be the vital links. — 

Mathilde was in her realm. Secret codes, 
midnight meetings, clandestine radios — the 
thought of them sent her blood racing. She 
was soon the most important link in the net- 
work which passed on military information to 
the British. 

Dangerous missions found her the coolest 
of the lot. 

She reveled in danger. 

Colonel Buckmaster said: 

“For us espionage and sabotage were high- 
ly dangerous activities; for Mathilde they 
were child’s play.” 

“La Chatte” was a great patriot—then. 
Who can tell when the kernel of treason took 
root and began to grow? 

The Gestapo was not asleep to her activi- 
ties. They followed her day and night. Finally 
they arrested her. 

Suave, sadistic, music-loving Hugo Blei- 
,cher took charge of the interrogation of the

Bleicher’s office and later in his softly-lighted * 
Champs Elysee apartment no one knows. “La

were alone. , 

Within a few days Mathilde’s transforma- 
tion was complete. Secretly she became Blei- 
cher’s best woman friend. She turned over 
the names, addresses and plans of 35 agents 
with whom she had worked. 

Nightly she accompanied Bleicher and 
pointed the finger of guilt at some new hero 
of the resistance fight. Once the infamous act 
was done:she retired to wine and dine on the 
champagne and delicacies supplied by her 
brutal friend. 

Her double life was short-lived. The Brit- 
ish agents soon realized they were being be- 
trayed; by whom they did not know, am 
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Capt. Pierre de Vomecourt was parachuted 
into France to locate the traitor. 

‘“‘La Chatte” heard of his coming and im- 
mediately contacted him. Captain de Vome- 
court, unaware of Mathilde’s double life, con- 
fided in her. She took him to Bleicher who 
was introduced as “Monsieur Jean,” a loyal 
Frenchman. 

Here “La Chatte” and Bleicher made their 
fatal error. Greedy for all the British and 
French setrets, their constant quizzing turned 
de Vomecourt’s confidence to suspicion, He 
laid his own plot. .

OLLY was 26 and pretty, and had a good 
secretarial job, but a sense of inferiority 

frequently made her miserable. 

When the young college professor to whom 
she was engaged invited her to meet his only 
sister for cocktails she was delighted but fright- 
ened, and after the introduction Molly was so 
embarrassed she virtually was speechless. Her 
evening was ruined and she imagined the young 
woman disliked: her. 

The next day Molly had one of her recurrent 
attacks of indigestion, accompanied. by heart 
palpitation and other distressing symptoms, She 
was a girl who spent most of her spare time in 
doctors’ offices. 

“There is nothing organically wrong,” each 
physician said. ‘Your trouble is purely func- 
tional.” (They meanf that there was no physical 
disease to account for the illness.) 

Each time the patient got this answer she 
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felt misunderstood and went to another physi- 


cian. Severe abdominal pains finally led to a 
suspicion of gall-bladder trouble. Then there 
was a diagnosis of colitis, which the doctor 
assured her was aggravated by some disturbing 
emotion. 

Finally, in desperation, Molly consulted a 
psychiatrist who learned that she felt inferior to 
her fiance, and to his friends, because she had 
only a high school education and had come from 
a home of little means. Underlying this was a 
feeling of insecurity developed in childhood, when 
an economic crisis made it necessary for her 
mother to work. 

When the young woman understood how her 
emotional conflicts alone could be responsible for 
her very real illness she made a good recovery 
and married the man she loved. 

Commenting on the great number of physical 
symptoms that can be caused by anxiety and 
emotional conflict, Dr. S. Bernard Wortis, chair- 
man of the Department of Psychiatry, New York 
University College of Medicine, said recently, 
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gil how he felt

“Anger, fear, repressed hostility, lingering grief 
—almost any prolonged, repressed, disturbing 
emotion—will take a .oll in functional] illness. 

“Physiological research has disclosed that the 
stomach lining turns pale, and secretions de- 
crease when a person is sad or discouraged. The 
stomach ‘churns angrily,’ the lining turns fiery 
red and gastric juices increase their flow when a 
person is hostile or anxious. 

“The mucous membrane of the nose and 
respiratory tract react in a somewhat similar 
manner to emotion, and other bodily organs 
undergo physical change when a person is 
frightened or otherwise disturbed. 

“Some of these physical changes, when pro- 
longed, may cause pain and illness. 

“For this reason one of the most encouraging 
trends in our fieid today is the determined effort 
to bring psychiatry and medicine together; to 
instill in every doctor the conviction that it is 
impossible to treat a sick mind alone or a sick 
body alone,

Wortis cited some cases 
from the medical records. 

A -young man of 32 
was depressed because 
he felt he had _ serious 
“heart trouble.” He ex. 
plained that he didn't 
want to live because he 
was subject to “heart at-

could never be. active 
again. He complained of 


chronic insomnia, repeat- 
ed dizzy spells, continued 
fatigue, shortness of 
breath and marked pal- 
pitations. 

The patient was mar- 
ried, had a small son and 
Supported a younger 
brother. 

Numerous doctors had 
tried to treat this man’s 
symptoms, but bed rest 
hadn’t cured them. They 
were found to be caused, 
not by any structural 
disease, but by a “heart 
neurosis” (anxiety), 
a growing out of a deep re- 
. sentment at having to 

Se eee support his brother. He 
never told his_ brother 
about this 
and being a very consci- 
entious person never even 
allowed himself to think 


_ about the cause of the repressed resentment. 


Neurotic illness was an escape for this man. 

When told that his heart performed its func- 
tion adequately, and made to understand the 
basis of his resentment, the young man soon 
found his health improved. 

A 48-year-old businessman complained of 
headaches. He had his eyes tested, his teeth 
and his sinuses examined, his skull X-rayed, and 
claimed that he had tried every known medicine 
that might give relief. All laboratory tests 
showed normal findings. 

The patient waseunmarried beeause he never 
had been able to find a girl who would give him 
the selfless devotion he wanted in a wife. Re 
cently, however, he had become interested in a 
young woman who seemed almost to measure up 
to his ideal. His headaches had started soon 
after the meeting. 

This man was bothered by dreams in which 
he was both rude and cruel to members of the 
opposite sex. 

A review of his life situation revealed that 
his mother always had dominated him, frequent- 
ly had ridiculed him and never had shown him 
affection. A conflict between his desire for real 
love and his repressed hatred of his mother were 
tuncovered and found to be the chief cause of 
his chronic headache. 

When he was able to iron out the conflict his 
headaches ceased. 

Diabetes, arthritis, hay fever and asthma all 
are frequently traced to emotional conflicts, Dr. 
Wortis explained, 

Peptic ulcers often are the result of repressed 


, resentment and tension, he believes. 


Even that unconquered enemy, the common 
cold, may be shown to be caused by virus infec- 
tion, plus the bodily changes due to the’proper 


. psychological setting that may make it possible 


for the virus to take hold. : 

Certainly present-day medicine has €0 
to recognize that emotional disturbarices ca” 
easily cause sickness.

Both Olive and Marilyn, two of the most 
sought after women in the world, had fallen under 
the sway of Jack Pickford’s ardent wooing and 
had married him, years apart.

He tried his hand at acting, on Broadway yo 
in Hollywood. He produced his own pictures 40 
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a while but they weren’t too successful—and then 
he met Olive Thomas. She became his career, 
for three short years. 

Harrison Fisher, noted artist, had just termed 
her “the most beautiful woman in the world.” 
Florenz Ziegfeld, producing the show featuring 
her, said Olive was the embodiment of perfect 
loveliness. 

Millionaire playboys and elderly capitalists 
besieged her with offers of marriage. She spurned 
them all when she first met, first listened, to the 
20-year-old Jack Pickford. 

It was, a calloused Broadway decided, love at 
first sight. Puppy love, possibly, because she 
was a year younger than he, but a beautiful 
and ardent devotion from the third meeting when 
Jack gave Olive a bracelet inscribed: 

“To the only sweetheart I will ever have.” 

Members of the Pickford family, notably Jack’s 
mother, objected to the match and urged a wait- 
ing period, but the young couple wouldn’t wait. 
They were married in 1917; the first quarrel 
came shortly after the honeymoon. It was 
patched up quickly, but later clashes in tempera- 
ment led to separations—and reconciliations. 

After a serious break in 1920, the glamourous 
couple made up again. 

“This time we will stick together till death 
do us part,” Pickford said with a laugh. “We 
can’t live without each other. We're going to 
Europe on a second honeymoon.” 


POST-WAR Paris was their destination and they. 


plunged mto a giddy whirl of all-night parties, 
winding up with champagne breakfasts in Mont- 
martre. The pace was too fast for both of them. 
Nerves frayed from exhaustion, they returned 
to their Paris apartment one September morning. 

Olive made her way to the medicine cabinet, 
picked out several pills, and swallowed them, 

They didn’t bring the sleep that she craved; 
the pills brought her an agonizing death in the 
American Hospital at Neuilly five days later. In- 
stead of sleeping pills, she had swallowed poison. 

A police investigation ended with the an- 
nouncement that she had made a mistake; that 
there was no intent of suicide, but the pronounce- 
ment didn’t ease Jack Pickford’s grief. 

If the couple had quarreled there was no evi- 
dence of it in her will. She left an estate of 
some $70,000, one-half to her husband Jack, the 
other half to her mother, Mrs. Lorelia Van Kirk 
of New Jersey. Pickford ordered that his share 
be turned over to Mrs. Van Kirk and wandered 
around the world, alone, trying to forget his 
bereavement. 

Forgetfulness came two years later in New 
York when he met Marilyn Miller, who was then 
starring in the musical, “Sally,” and the toast of 
Broadway. 

It was ordained that she and Pickford should 
be drawn together by a common bond—grief. 
Marilyn had lost her great love, too.

THATS the way it went until grieving Jack 
Pickford crossed her path. But it wasn’t alto- 
gether mutual bereavement that prompted Mari- 
lyn to try marriage again. 

“Jack has charm that is lacking in other men,” 
she explained. ‘With him it’s the little things that 
count: birthday anniversaries, paper valentines, 
funny old-fashioned May baskets, stockings on 
Christmas Eve and jack o’ lanterns for Hallowe’en. 

“When rich men come wooing it’s with dia- 
monds and sables and motor cars. They think 
of love in terms of riches, with their gold they 
would buy a girl’s heart. They never realize, 
the stupid things, that that’s not what we want.

That was in 1922, and there were no banks 
of radio microphones present. But there were 
newsreel cameras, scores of reporters and dozens 
of celebrities on hand to witness the ceremony. 

Craftsmen were drafted from the motion pic- 
ture studios to construct a setting fit for royalty. 
Greenhouses were emptied to supply floral carpets 
in and around Pickfair. 

Operators of sightseeing -buses reaped a 
harvest that day and extra police were called out 


to keep the curious from clambering over the. 


walls and trampling the immaculate terraces of 
the great estate. 

Witnesses included statesmen from Washing- 
ton, playboys and girls from Broadway, titled 
visitors from London and Paris. Wealthy tourists 
offered as much as $500 for an engraved invita- 
tion to the affair. 


just as Marilyn and Jack stepped forward to 
take the vows, an airplane swooped low in a 
lumbering attempt at dive bombing. From one 
open cockpit a figure leaned out and dropped 
orchids on the couple and their attendants. 

“This one is for keeps,” the bridal couple said 
in unison. “We have so much in common.” 

They had one thing in common—tempera- 
ment, or temper—that was to wreck the so-called 
perfect union.

|’ WAS 5:45 a. m. The first streaks of dawn 
were just spreading over the German coun-. 
tryside. On the outskirts of Bitterfeld, 
some 60 miles from Berlin, a large, yellowish 
canvas balloon rose gracefully into the clear 
morning air. : 

Seated in the basket of the balloon with her 
brother and cousin, 24-year-old Antonie ‘““Tony’”’ 
Strassmann peered.down excitedly at the reced- 
ing roofs and spires below. 

When she next set foot on the ground 14 
hours later near Marburg some 200 miles to 
the west, she knew she had been bitten by thee 
air bug. y 

That was in May, 1925. Two years. later, 
Tony Strassmann learned to pilot a plane and 
ultimately became one of the world’s leading 
aviatrixes, flying countless miles across land 
and sea. 

That was only one phase of her remarkable 
career. Even before she took the air, she had be- 
gun to display the unusual versatility which 
was to enable her to achieve suceess as an 
athlete, an actress, a radig announcer and a 
business executive, as well as a pilot. 

Born in Berlin, she began mountain climb- 
ing when only eight years old. At 11, she got

her first-pair of skis. An outstanding track 
and fieid star, she also established a new record 
for women’s 12-mile. bicycle racing. 

By the time Tony reached 17, she had de- 
veloped a yen for a stage career. Accordingly, 
she took a year anda half of dramatic and 
voice training and then joined a stock company 
as leading lady,. playing Shakespeare and 
Strindberg roles throughout various European 
cities. (In .later years, she also appeared in 
two German silent films and was offered, but re- 
jected, a Hollywood contract.) 

Promising as her dramatic career was, how- 
ever, it did not absorb all Tony's energies. 
When not appearing on the stage or radio, she 
spent considerable time ballooning. 

By -1927, even that sport no longer satisfied 
her ventyresome.-spirit and she enrolled in a 
flying course. Evenings she appeared in a 
Berlin production of “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream”’ and in the daytime learned to pilot a 
plane. At the time, only one other woman in 
Germany had accomplished the same feat. 

The following year Tony took up acrobatic 
flying. 

“IT had no intention of stunting,” she re- 
cently. told The American Weekly, “but we had 
so few instruments in those days I decided I 
ought to know what to do if my plane ever 
came out of a fog upside down.” 

Once she had become an accomplished pilot, 
Tony did a great deal of flying. Then in 1930 
she got an unexpected break.that changed the 
course of her life. A New York department 
store, sponser pr a local boys’ club, instructed 
its German representative to hire someone to 
bring a collection of model airplanes to the 
United States for exhibit. 

Offered the job, Tony quickly accepted. (On 
a vrevious visit to this country, she had been 
suv impressed that she had promised herself she 
vould return.) 

Arriving in America in April, 1930, she re- 
niained here until the following year. After a 
trief trip back to Germany, she returned to 
the United States in 1932—ostensibly as a 
corréspondent covering the Winter Olympics at 
Lake Placid. 
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Her real interests lay in a different direction. 

The huge German. flying boat DO-X had 
arrived in America the previous year after 
spanning the Atlantic. It was preparing to re- 
turn. Tony was determined to be on the ship 
when it left. | 

Despite the obstacles confronting her, she 
attained her goal. On May 19, she boarded the 
plane at New York as one of the three pilots. 
Five days and several thousand miles later. sHe 
alighted from the DO-X in Berlin, her ambition 
achieved. 

Then followed a trip to South Americe 
aboard the Graf Zeppelin, after which she flew 
her plane throughout that continent. Return- 
ing to the United States in 1933, she became 
associated with: several large corporations in- 
terested in negotiating German patent rights 
for airplane parts. 

In 1936, while in Germany, on business, she 
barely escaped the clutches of the Nazis, who 
suspected her of trying fo sneak patent secrets 
out of the courftry. 

AS She was about to embark for her return 
to America, Gestapo agents boarded her ship,

searched her and tried to take her into custody 
for questioning. 

After a four-hour delay, however, the ship 
Sailed for America—with Tony aboard. a 

The following year she became a U. S. citl- 
zen, thus realizing a long-held dream. Then in 
1939 she decided to quit aviation and enter an- 
other field. Subsequently she became an 
instructor in an industrial school, teaching 
prospective war workers how to operate lathes 
and read blueprints. 

In 1943 she directed her talents in still an- 
other direction, accepting a job with the Zenith 
Radio Corporation: So successful was she in 
this job that she was soon appointed manager 
of the company’s New York hearing aid division, 
with jurisdiction over an area extending from 
Maine to Florida. |

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%, The Quarter Horse Was Trained 
to Chase Cattle, but Few Thor-

HE race was between Barbara B., one of the 
Southwest’s fastest quarter horses, and Fair 
Truckle, Charles S. Howard’s Irish thor- 
oughbred. 

Howard had owned the great Seabiscuit and 
he agreed to the match and a $50,(00 side bet 
after an argument with a ranch owner. He had 
supreme faith in the ability of his sprinting 
star to win at the cow pony’s specialty-——the 
quarter mile. 

On the day of the $100,000 special—Aug. 
4, 1947—thousands of ranchers crowded into 
Hollywood Park, near. Los Angeles, to iay their 
dollars on their favorite—Barbara B., owned 
by Roy Gill, of Tucson, Ariz. 

There was no mutuel betting, but the amount 
of money riding on the cutcome was prodigious. 

The race was from a standing start. Barbara 
B., away like a bird taking wing, was never 
headed. The filly from the rangelands won by a 
comfortable 21% lengths and her time was 22.5 
seconds, one-tenth of a second off her own 
record. The future was to add luster to her 
triumph. 

Two months later, at Golden Gate Fields, 

Albany, Calif., Fair Truckle set a new world’s 
record of 1:08 and 2/5 for six furlongs, shaving 
4/5 of a second off the old mark. 
‘Though the results of these races are not 
always the same, the quarter horse is generally 
accepted as the fastest in the world over short 
distances, up to the quarter mile. 

While the thoroughbred is admittedly the 
aristocrat of the turf, the quarter horse was 
first on the American scene. The Virginia set- 
tlers raced ponies imported from the Spaniards 
in Florida, later crossing them with Arabian 
stallions from England and originating the quar- 
ter horse. 

The horse was used for plowing on weekdays 
and racing on Sundays and came to be known 
as the poor man’s race horse. He was bred many

years before the thoroughbred and there were 
quarter mile «lassics in Kentucky long before 
the advent of Matt Winn and his Derby. 

The quarter horse raced in the streets in 


Colonial days and since the average village — 


street was seldom more than a quarter of a mile 
long, he was bred and trained for that distance. 

In the late 1700s, owners bet as much as 
100,000 pounds of tobatco on-a single -match 
race. 

The term quarter horse does not mean that 
this horse is one-quarter thoroughbred. Usually, 
he has no thoroughbred strain at all. He is a 
blocky, heavily-muscled horse, standing some- 
what shorter than the standard thoroughbred. 
He has remarkable endurance under saddle and 
was so named because of his high speed at short 
distances, usually a quarter of a mile. 

The popularity of the breed for racing fell off 
considerably when the distance running thor- 
oughbred was imported. 

Then, with the opening of the West. it was 
found the quarter horse had extraordinary cow 
sense and was ideally suited for range and rodeo 
work—-particularly because of his breakaway 
speed and maneuverability. 

But quarter horse racing, now in its ascend- 
ancy again, never completely died out. The big 
ranches from Texas to the Pacific Coast main- 
tained their racing stables and a quarter horse 
with good foot has brought as high as $15,000 
in recent years. 

There are official quarter horse tracks in 
California, Arizona, Nevada, Texas and New 
Mexico. 

There are racing associations and race meets 
that are attended by many thousands daily. At 
Del Rio, in western Texas, for example, there is 
a cevered concrete grandstand, a judges’ stand, 
mechanical starting gate and photo-finish ap- 
paratus—in fact, anything you'll find at any 
major track except the pari-mutuel machines 
and the big time gamblers. 

Purses run as high as $10,000 and there are 
Side bets on such things as the horse first away 
from the barrier and the leader at 10 and 50 
yards. Then there are winner-take-all matches 
on which vast sums are won and lost.

Some quarter horses, incidentally, have a 
Strain of thoroughbred. 

One, Miss Princess, is regarded by some as 
the best quarter horse in the country. Her sire 
was the Derby winner, Bold Venture, and her 
dam, Bruja. She was retired from the thorough- 
bred tracks following a dispute over the identity 
of her dam. 

Quarter horse racers have been found in un- 
expected places. Once, a clergyman found his 
buggy horse could run. From then on the clergy- 
man drove him to church Sunday mornings and 
raced him on other days. 

A butcher unhitched his delivery horse and 
raced him in Texas and Mexico with spectacular 
success. 

Bob Wade, who ran the quarter in 2114 from 
a running start, was the son of a cart horse dam. 

The story of Little Joe has been told many 
times down near the Mexican border. A Mexican 
bought him for $2,000, bet all he had against 
him and then gave him poison before a big race 
in Mexico City. Despite the poison, Little Joe 
won the race, broke his owner, and then died. 

In the most recent race between a quarter 
horse and thoroughbred, the cow pony Was 
beaten by a whisker. This match was between 
the triple-stakes winner, Olympia, one of this 
year’s best three-year-olds, and Stella Moore, 
four-year-old filly. 

The race was for a $15,000 side bet and 
Olympia, an exceptionally fast-breaking thor- 
oughbred, broke a nose in front and maintained 
this slight lead to the finish. 

But, generally, the cow pony will break first. 
One jockey who rode a quarter horse and then 
a thoroughbred, returned to quarter horse rat- 
ing and said he had to learn all over again. 

“My horse,” he said, referring to the quarter 
horse, “‘jumped out from under me.”

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N A recent article in The American Weekly, 
Mrs. Renee Harris, a survivor of the sinking 
of the Titanic, told of the fateful decision 

she was forced to make when, on the night of 
April 14, 1912, the giant luxury liner, on her 
maiden trip, hit an iceberg in the North Atlan- 
tic and went to the bottom. 

Mrs. Harris’ husband, Henry, a well known 
Broadway producer, died in that disaster. She 
wanted to remain aboard ship with him. He in-- 
sisted she get into a lifeboat; pointing out that 
since she d a broken arm she would only 
hinder his own chances of rescue if she remained 
behind. Finally, she gave in. 

In her American Weekly article, Mrs. Harris 
told how her mind had been tormented for years 
by the question: “Did I do the right thing?” 

In response to her article, a flood of letters 
poured into The American Weekly offices from 
every section of the country. 

By an overwhelming majority of more than 
95 per cent of those who wrote in, readers 
agreed that Mrs. Harris had made the proper 
choice in saving her own life. But their reasons 
for thinking so fell into several different cate- 
gories. 

Probably the largest group of those writing 
in were the fatalists. Typical of their views was 
the statement of Mrs. Kenneth Shipley of Bald- 
win Park, Calif. 

“I believe,” she wrote Mrs. Harris, “that 
when it is our time to go, we go. And if it is not 
our time to die, we live. I believe that had you 
remained at your husband’s side, you still would 
have lived and he would have gone on’ anyway.” 

Joe Abram of Jacksonville, Fla., wrote: 

“It was the will of God that you be saved 
and that your beloved husband, Henry, be called 
unto his Maker.” :

Wesley Rouble, a Los Angeles, Calif., reader, 
asked: “Why should two persons perish because 
one had to meet death?” 

This attitude was concurred in by Betty Ann 
Jarrett of Burney, Calif.; Albert Eldridge of 
Milwaukee, Wis.; John A. Pierce of Thomas- 
ville, Ga., and numerous others. 

Mrs. Emily McNutt of Hornell, N. Y., ex- 
pressed a somewhat different view. “(Remember 
that when you married Mr. Harris,” she said, 
“you did promise to love, honor and obey. I 
feel that by letting yourself be saved that April 
day in 1912 you did live up to all three. You 
did as he asked, and I feel he died a happier 
and more heroic man knowing his beloved was 
saved.,”’ 

Mrs. McNutt had numerous adherents to her 
viewpoint. Among them were Raymond Hollo- 
way of New Castle, Ind.; Mrs. Ruth Dabsch of 
Freedom, Pa.; Dewey Price of Taylorville, IL, 
and W. W. Rhine 6f La Grande, Ore. 

Christine Jones of Detroit, Mich., said that 
“to give one’s life for a loved one, to face death 
so that the loved one can live, is showing deep, 
selfless love. 3 

“But to die with him because one cannot 
bear the thought of picking up the pieces and 
going on without him,” she said, “is cowardly...” 

She was seconded in this view by many other 
readers, among them, Mary Knicely of Lorain, 


Ohio; Dorothy McCormack of Gary, Ind., and 
Albert Salmons of Philadelphia, Pa. 

A Ft. Bragg, N. C., woman, Mrs. H. J. Frear, 
expressed the séntiments of another segment of 
letter writers in telling Mrs. Harris that “your 
husband had a greater chance for survival with- 
out you. Burdened with you, his chances were 
fewer of saving himself. You gave him a better 
chance to do so than you would have had you 
stayed with him,” 

One of the most interesting letters Mrs. Har- 
ris received came from John Hardy of Maple- 
wood, N. J., who, like herself, was a survivor 
of the Titanic tragedy. 

Hardy pointed out that in such a situation 
the “old tradition of the sea, ‘women and chil- 
dren: first,’ should prevail.” 

W. W. Hoblhitzell [II of Boston, Mass., a Fep- 
resentative spokesman for the small group of 
dissenters who thought Mrs. Harris should have 
remained aboard ship, described his sentiments 
this way: “I feel: that their marital relations 
were of the deepest and if there were no chil- 
dren involved, then it would have been best to 
Stay behind with her husband.” a 

Whether ‘they agreed with Mrs. Harris’ de- 
cision or not, the majority of readers indicated 
they were in sympathy with the words of Sew 
Sanford of Seneca Falls, N. Y. “If I had been 
in your husband’s position,’”’ he told Mrs. Harris, 
“and were speaking to you fram the other side 
of the divide, I would say to you: ‘The last thing 
in the world I want you to do is spend your 
in self-condemnation and unhappiness. . .Find & 
new happiness, new interests.

HE jurors filed in. The young defendant 
Nancy James, arose. The courtroom buzzed 
and then fell silent as the judge asked for 

the verdict in a case which has become historic. 

Nancy James, said the jury foreman in that 
small Pennsylvania courtroom on that gray 
November afternoon, had been found guilty of 
yakkity-yak. 

He didn’t use the phrase, yakkity-yak, so 
ordinary now. His words were those of the 
ancient common law as he declared the de- 
fendant convicted as a “common scold.” 

Still, common scolding was the same then, 
under the law, as it is today—-too much talking 
to the detriment of some one else—and it has 
taken two women, striving in periods separated 
by 125 years, to shake the law’s foundation. 

Nancy James was the first one. She assailed 
the law, after her conviction, in 1824. The 
second one is State Representative Jeanette M. 
Dye, of Sandy Lake, Penna. She has under- 
taken in 1949 to abolish the law altogether. 

Nancy James had a personal feeling about 
the statute. Upon her conviction, she was sen- 
tenced to an ordeal which.then was the usual 
punishment of a common scold. The judge 
ordered her to be “placed in a certain engine 
of correction called a ducking stool on Wednes- 
day, the third day of November next ensuing 
(1824) and, being so placed, to be plunged three 
‘times into the water.” 

Nancy James knew the extent of this dis- 
grace. She recalled that another common scold, 
Mary Davis, had been publicly ducked only the 
year before. Her counsel added that under the 
same law, at about the same time, still another, 
Jenny Pipes, had been paraded through the 
streets of Leominster, England, past the Nor- 
man church, and thrice drenched on the ducking 
stool by order of the mapistrates. 

“They aren't going to do that to me!”’ Nancy 
told her counsel. “You do something about the 
old law!” 

“They'll do it unless we win an appeal,” he 
answered, and they carried her case to the State 
Supreme Court. 

That caused such a stir that the Attorney

She is happily called “The Lady of the Lake”

While she was working one day in the 
Pennsylvania Legislative Reference Bureau in 
| Harrisburg, an employe who knew that she had 
sponsored several bills to the advantage of 
| women made a suggestion ta her. 

“Mrs. Dye, why don't 

' you have the common 
» scold law repealed?” the 
employe asked. “It ap- 
plies only to women, you 
| know,” 

“T’ll look into it,”’ Mrs. 
| Dye replied, and she soon 
began a thorough study 
- of the matter. She learned 
that Pennsylvania had en- ; 
forced the law and that Puritan Massachusetts 
had not, although Massachusetts often had been 
reported as having done so. 

Massachusetts enacted a scold law of its own 
in 1672. under Governor Richard Bellingham, 
whose sister, a notorious scold, was put to death 
as a witch. Yet even after passing its own 
statute against “exorbitancy of the tongue In 
railing and scolding” Massachusetts did not 
prosecute under it, so far as records show. 

Mrs. Dye, boning up on obscure history, tossed 
a simple, 10-word repealer into the legislative 
hopper. It said: 

“The common law crime of common scold 
is hereby abolished.” 

“I intend to do everything I can, so far as 
Pennsvlvania is concerned, to end the farce of 
subjecting women to such a silly law,” she ex- 
plained later. “It’s unnecessary and discrimi- 
natoryv. It’s as outmoded as the covered wagon. 
The laws of libel, slander and disorderly con- 
duct cover all coémmon scolds. That goes for 


men, too.

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ducking siool, in its earliest days, was a means 
of punishing ale-wives for selling bad ale in 
Scotland. In 1555, it was enacted by the Queen 
Regent of Scotland that itinerant. singing 
women should be ducked, but later in England 
and the United States the stool was designed 
particularly for scolds. 

Sir William Blackstone, the great English 
law commentator, defined a common scold as 
“a public nuisarice to her neighborhood.” 

“For this offense,” he said, “she may be 
indicted, and, if convicted, shall be placed in a 


trebucket or cucking stool, which, in the Saxon. 


language, is said to signify the scolding stool, 
though now it is frequently corrupted into 
ducking stool, because the residue of the judg- 
ment is, that, when she is 
so placed therein, she 
shall be plunged into the 
water for her  punish- 
ment.” 


After valiant Nancy 
James induced the State 
Supreme Court to substi- 
tute a jail sentence or a 
fine in place of the duck- 
ing, more than a hundred 
years passed with no one bothering to question 
whether common scolding was a crime for womén 
only, or for men, too. Four years ago the ques- 
tion came up in a critical case. 

The late Judge G. Malcolm Mc Donald, of 
Pittsburgh, had before him a man named John 
F. Hamilton, 45, of Pittsburgh, accused of of- 
fending his neighbor, Mrs. L. J. Sager, during 
a spirited discussion about a dog. He was 
charged with being a common scold. 

Judge Mc Donald discharged Mr. Hamilton, 
ruling that the law didn’t apply to him, or to any 
man. 
of this discrimination and he recommended the 
legislative action which Mrs, Dye put under way 
this year. 

“Our first impression of the contention that 
only a woman could be guilty of the common 
nuisance known as a ‘common ‘scold’ was that 
it was ridiculous,” Judge Mc Donald said. “It 
seemed that surely a man could be a ‘common 
scold’ just as certainly as could a woman. 

“Our own experience has been that men can 
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be just as ‘ornery’ as women.

tions which were placed upon women in those 
days (some of. which remain),’ it is not 
surprising. to learn that, at common daw, the 
crime of ‘common scold’ was limited to women. 

“In those days a worhan was, in sane re- 
spects, the servant or. slave of her h and 
not considered much more than any other 
chattel. : 

“It was held in common law that a husband 
might ‘correct’ his wife with ‘a. stick as thick 
as his own thumb,’ although tradition has it 
that when Bracton published his learned work . 
in which it was pronounced that a husband 
could so correct his wife, the women of the 
town in which he lived seized him and ducked 
him in a horse pond.” 


TH judge pointed out then that our ancestors 
in the period when the common law was 
coming into being prided. themselves u mak- 
ing the punishment fit the offense. - Thi , he 
said, the penalty for spreading rumors was to 
pull out the tongue of the rumor monger, and 
it was believed that a cook found guilty of 
poisoning food should be boiled in oil. 

‘Therefore we can not understand why it 
was thought that ‘ducking’ was the proper 
punishment for a ‘common scold,’ he added. 
“Certainly such a ducking would not serve to 
deter .a real scold from scolding in future. 
Neither would it serve to sweeten the disposi- 
tion of a scold.”’ 

There was no doubt that the Judge thought 
the law unfair to women, yet two years after 
writing this opinion in the case of the man he 
freed, he was called upon to deal with three 
Sisters accused under that law. 

The young women were Helen, Betty and 
Josephine Znosco, who lived in West Natrona, 
Penna. They were always talking, their neigh- 
bors said, and the neighbors added they’d never 
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heard such talk. 

Fifty complaints against them were made to 
the police and- 32 informations were filed. 
Finally they were accused as common scolds, 
the charge being in substance: “The worst talk 
I ever heard.” 

In the courtroom, Josephine, 23; Betty, 27, 
and Helen, 35, watched curiously as the prose- 
cution prepared to play a record of their voices. 

There had been trouble between the sisters 
and their next door neighbors, whose son, 
Francis Pastor, Jr., had returned from war 
service. An argument had arisen over shrubbery 
trampled at the line between their properties. 

Unknown to the sisters, Francis Pastor had 
made a.recording of their scolding. When 
Judge Mc Donald heard the first side of the disc, 
he interrupted. 

“Shut it off!” “We've heard 
enough!” 


he cried. 


THE sisters began to weep. Helen and Jo- 
sephine said the recorded voices were not 
theirs. Betty said she recognized hers only in 
the milder parts. They did not count on their 
own father. | ‘ 

“Sure, I know their voices,” he said, when 
he took the witness stand. “They are my 
daughters’,”’ > 

A jury of seven women and five men con- 
victed them as common scolds and Judge 
Mc Donald sentenced Helen and Betty to an 
industrial bome for 12 months to two years and 
Josephine to three months in jail. Later the 
sentences were modified so that the sisters 
served a little more than two and a half months 
of their terms. 

Mrs. Dye’s determination to abolish the law 
doesn’t mean that she condones yakkity-yak. 
She feels merely that it is a statute which is 
unfair to women, and she is a champion of 
women’s rights. In the 1947 legislative session, 
she introduced a biH to permit women to work 
the third shift (12 to 8 a. m.) and another 
guaranteeing women equal pay for equal men’s 
work. Both bills were passed. 

She is the wife of Dr. Ralph W. Dye, and 
they have a daughter, Norma Jean. Before 
her marriage, she was an instructress of nurses. 

If Nancy James could come back, she might 
say bad words as she used to, but first she’d 
surely say some good ones about The Lady 
of the Lake.

MAN and a boy, defying the strong winds 
that whistled across the sheer face of Mt. 


Behistun, seemed oblivious to the sensa- 
tion they were causing among travelers along 
the old caravan road—from Bagdhad to Tehran 
—that lay beneath them, 

The adventurous pair, perched 500 feet from 
the ground on a 16-foot platform suspended from 
‘ the mountain peak, were Dr. George G. Cameron. 
professor of Near Eastern Languages at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and his 15-year-old son, Tom. 

Under the joint sponsorship of the university 
and the American Schools of Oriental Research 
they were studying ancient inscriptions chiseled 
into the mountain face nearly 2,500 years ago, 
at the command of Darius the Great, King of 
Persia. 

In 516 B.C. the Persian monarch ordered 
the story of his conquests recorded in 
cuneiform writing on that cliff. 

A part of this record, written in 
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Persian, Elamite and Babylonian, had been de- 
ciphered 100 years ago by Sir Henry Rawlinson 
of London. Four additional coiumns of writing, 
in another position on the cliff considered in- 
accessible at the time, remained for Professor 
Cameron to explore. He purposed also to check 
and recheck positions of the original inscription 
partially obscured by new rock formations. 

Would they, perhaps, confirm tales Herod- 
otus, the Greek historian, had told of the manner 
in which Darius destroyed a usurper and as- 
cended the throne? 

5 * * 

Darius was only an officer in the Persian 
army campaigning with King Cambyses in 
Egypt, Herodotus relates, when a _ pretender 
usurped the Persian crown. The pretender 
claimed to be Smerdis, son of Cyrus. The royal 
Smerdis was a brother of Cambyses, who had 
ordered him slain. 

Many Persians believed the usurper was this 
royal Smerdis and that he had merely been in 
hiding. So they supported the pretender, but 
one influential man, Otanes, was filled with doubt. 

He appealed to his daughter, Phaedima, who 
had just been taken into the usurper’s harem. 

“Daughter,” Otanes said, “thou wilt not 
shrink from a risk which thy father bids thee 
encounter. 

“Tf this fellow be not Smerdis the son of 
Cyrus, but the man I think he is, his boldness in 
taking thee to be his wife, and lording it over the 
Persians, must not be allowed to pass unpunished. 

“Therefore, wait until thou art sure he is fast 
asleep and then feel for his ears. (Persian men 
of that day wore long hair.) 

“If thou findest him to have ears, then believe 
him to be Smerdis, son of Cyrus, but if he has 
none, know him for Smerdis the Magian, whose 
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ears once were cut off as punishment.” 

In the darkness of the King’s bedroom, when 
Phaedima was sure he-was asleep, she learned 
that he had no ears. 

When Otanes heard this -he confided in five 
well-trusted friends. They were in conference 
when Darius, newly returned from Egypt, ap- 
peared on the scene. He was asked to join the 
six conspirators. 

Entering the palace, the conspirators were 
challenged by eunuchs and there was such a 
scuffle that Smerdis came out to inquire into the 
trouble. Darius then killed Smerdis with a 
dagger. 

Meanwhile, King Cambyses had died on his 
way home from Egypt, leaving no heir, so the 
Persian leaders were faced with the problem of 
selecting a new monarch. 

Otanes had no desire to be king, but the other 
six men were willing candidates. They agreed 
to ride to the outer edges of the city next morn- 
ing and the man whose horse neighed first would 
get the kingdom. 

A sharp-witted groom agreed to make sure 
that Darius won. He did this by tethering a 
mare, the chief favorite of the hofse Darius rode, 
in the suburb the evening before, then leading 
the horse to the spot to acquaint him with her 
presence. Next morning as Darius’ steed neared 
this location he lunged and neighed. The five 
other contenders acknowledged Darius king. 
Such was the story told by Herodotus, 
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The inscription deciphered a hundred years 
ago by Rawlinson gave no support to gossipy old 
Herodotus’ dramatic account of how the im- 
poster Smerdis was detected or how Darius out- 
witted his rivals. Close to that inscription, how-

ever, was a bas-relief which showed Darius with 
his foot on the neck of the conquered usurper. 

Dr. Cameron reports this was carved with 
utmost skill—as if King Darius had expected it 
to have daily close inspection. . 

Ever since Rawlinson made his translation, 
some scholars had wendered if the other inscrip- 
tion—which at last Dr. Cameron had succeeded 
in reaching—would verify any of the details of 
Herodotus’ story. 

Dr. Cameron and his son spent three weeks 
making impressions with rubber cement of the 
undeciphered inscription, which was in the Ela- 
mite language, and when it was at last deci- 
phered it was found to be merely a duplicate 
of the message already translated by Rawlinson. 

It told of Darius’ conquests and repeated the 
following plea: 

“O, you who shall be king, if you will not con- 
ceal this inscription which I have written—but 
wil] preserve it and tell it to the people, the god 
Ahuramazda (the wise lord) shall be thy friend, 
and thou shalt live long and shall have a large 
family.” 

Apparently, Darius had it chiseled in that in- 
accessible spot as a “carbon copy,” so to speak, 
just in case something should happen to the orig- 
inal, which was in a position easier to reach. 

There is evidence.that the old king then 
undertook to prevent the copy from being de- 
stroyed by having a part of the path leading 
up to it torn away, so any enemies would have 
an exceedingly difficult time getting to it. 

Since neither the original nor the copy men- 
tion the part played by the harem-wife Phaedima 
in making Darius king or the way he tricked the 
other contenders, one wonders if those were facts 
Darius didn’t want publicized.

Lieut. Francis X. Cassidy of the safe and loft 
Squad was having troubles of his own while fel- 
low officers were questioning Mrs. Loew about 
the diamond robbery.

ICTIMS of other recent robberies were called 

in. Louis Levin, loser of $30,000 when rob- 
bers bound nim and his wife, Lynn, a month 
earlier, identified two of the trio as his assailants. 

But Sari Gabor Hilton, wealthy divorcee and 
one time Miss Hungary, dashed police hopes that 
her visit would solve one of the great robberies 
of the decade, staged a year earlier when a 
nervous gunman had invaded her penthouse and 
left with $500,000 worth of jewels. 

She looked at the three suspects and said: 

“My holdup man was much better looking 
than any of these.” - 

Mrs. Loew hugged the detectives, proclaimed 
the recovery ‘‘the miracle of the 17th precinct,” 
and then faced the newspapermen. 

“I have a message for the women of America, 
for the women of the world,” she said seriously. 
“Tell them not to be foolish like I have been, 
leaving mY diamonds lying around. 

“Tell the women to keep their jewels in a 
safe when they are not wearing them. And they 
should not wear them when alone, as I have 
done. Wear them only when accompanied by an 
Ts it not so?” 

The police nodded vigorously and Lieutenant 
McNamara said: ‘ 

“If women will take that advice and never 
forget it, then we'll have the real miracle of the 
17th, and all other police precincts in the coun- 
try. We'll have a remarkable reduction in the 
number of jewel robberies.” 

Chicago police sighed agreement and went on 
with the task of trying to find $30,000 worth of 


. diamonds and other jewels taken from the Gold 


Coast apartment of Mrs. Rose Saltonstall Palmer, 
widow of Potter Palmer III. 

At East Hampton, L. L, a burglar took $36,- 
000 in diamonds from the home of Thomas Kell- 
and, son of Clarence Budington Kelland, novelist. 

Gene Tierney, beautiful movie star, reported 
the theft from her New York apartment of 
$15,000 in diamonds. The gems had been left in 
a jewel box during a week’s absence. 

A few weeks after the theft, New York de- 
tectives announced Miss Tierney’s gems had been 
stolen by an ex-convict who wore the title of the 
“celluloid burglar’’ because he used a sliver of 
the material in springing locks. 

The announcement came with the arrest of 
the suspect and his asserted confession that he 
had also taken $55,000 worth of jewels from 
the apartment of Gertrude Niesen, singer, and 
gems of an undisclosed value from Mrs. John Du

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Puy, society leader. Detectives said practically 
all of the loot had been recovered. 

The so-called ‘‘celluloid burglar’ nearly made 
another haul in the New York apartment of 
Katharine Hepburn, movie star, nine years ago, 
police revealed, but she came home in time to 
discover and rout him. 3 

Alert police work led to the solution of these 
cases. “The suspect drove a car with a California 
license around the streets of the fashionable East 
Side—and he didn’t have a suntan! Detectives 
got curious and followed him ashe noted the 
habits of his prospective victims. 

The diamond fever spread to Philadelphia 
where the Academy of Natural Sciences was 
looted not of actual diamonds, but replicas of 
such famous stones as the Hope Diamond, the 
tegent, Empress Eugenia, and.the Koh-I-Noor. 
No estimate of the value was given, but police 
thought the thieves would try to sell the imita- 
tion diamonds “for large sums of money.’ 


MEANTIME, British and French detectives 
were confronted with two of their greatest 
mysteries in forays on Hever Castle and the 


. famed Louvre of Paris. 


Hever Castle, Kent, dates back to the 14th 
century and it waS the scene of King Henry 
VIII's ardent wooing of Anne Boleyn. Col. John 
Jacob Astor, brother of Viscount Astor and pub- 
lisher of the London Times, preserved valuable 
and historic articles of Henry's time in display 
cases in special rooms of the castle. 

The castle, with its ancient moat, was con- 
sidered impregnable, but a watchman was kept 
on constant duty just the same. 

Yne night a few months ago five men, wear- 
ing long overcoats and black masks, met the 
watchman on his rounds. They left him, bound 
and gagged, in the butler’s pantry. 

Then, without disturbing Lady Violet, the 
colonel’s wife, or other sleeping members of the 
household, they made off with: — 

The tiny, gold-decorated prayer book given to 
Anne Boleyn by her husband, Henry VIII, and 
carried by her to the executioner’s block when 
he ordered her beheaded. 

The prayer book, set with rubies, of Queen 
Elizabeth. 

A gold Tudor chalice; an Indian dagger with 
a jade haft set in diamonds and other precious 
stones; gold and jewelled snuffboxes belonging 
to Napoleon and Lord Byron, and the prayer 
book of Emperor Charles V, set with gems. 

Scotland Yard, astonished at the effrontery of 
the robbery, made some interesting disclosures. 

These were not ordinary burglars, detectives 
said. They cast aside a $6,000 mink coat that 
would have brought a good price from a fence, 
or receiver of stolen property. They spoke to one 
another and the watchman as educated “gentle- 
men” who knew exactly what they wanted. 


FROM an art standpoint, the stolen pieces are 
priceless. Commercially, the detectives said, 
they are worth $250,000. 

But where would the thieves dispose of them? 
No dealer in England would consider handling 
them and the same held true of dealers on the 
Continent. 

“However,” an inspector said, “some place in 
the world there must be a man, or a group, will- 
ing to purchase the pieces—might have even 
ordered their, er, removal.” 

And the purchaser could pay in cash or in 
convertible “securities,” such as diamonds. 

At the Louvre, a thief remained in the Salle 
Grandjean after closing time, then forced a glass 
case, took $200,000 worth of diamonds and other 
jewels of the Empress Eugenie period, overlook- 
ing other items that seemed unimportant to him, 

He made his escape by attaching a length of 
rope to a window beam and let himself down 
into the Carrousel Gardens. 

Again, the police of a nation were summoned 
to join the game of cops and robbers; a game 
that is being played in deadly earnest all over 
the world today as the result of recent activities 
of the diamond thieves. 

Again, along with the police, private detec- 
tives representing insurance companies are also 
trying to recover the stolen jewels. 

The private detective plays an important part 
in nearly every manhunt and recovery of a dia- 
mond. Just how important his part can be will 
be told in the story of the late Charles Noel Scaffa, 
cold-blooded and tight-lipped, who in 20 years 
as a “private eye’ effected the return of more 
than $10,000,000 in diamonds and other jewels. 

His true life story, which has been the model 
for numerous detective fiction writers and movie 
scenarists, will be told next week.

Born near Chicago in 1839, Mike started his 
colorfukcareer at 16, when he became a swindling 
news butcher on the railroad trains. He earned 
a fair income selling gullible passengers fake prize 
packages, and as a roper for train gamblers. 

By the time he was 18, he possessed a bankroll 
of $1,000. 

In 1857, he made a memorable voyage to 
New Orleays, and was so impressed by the 
Mississippi steamboat gamblers that he re- 
solved.to devote his life to that profession. He 
began by adopting their mannerisms, as well as 
their mode of dress: solid black except for 
snow-white linen. En a f Peak oe 

He also adopted two life precepts: “Keep Po e i — Ss i =) 
your word once given” and “Stick to your : me =. i et 
friends.”’ 

Back in Chicago, he did well from the very 
start. Until the great Chicago fire of 1871 he

the status of the patrons. Officials and 
important politicians often were per- 
mitted to win large sums, but private 
citizens never. 

According to Chicago legend, it 
was McDonald who coined the gele- 
brated aphorism, “There’s a sucker 
born every minute.” Other legends 
credit P. T. Barnum with the axiom. 

One day in the middle ’70s, 
Mary Noonan (Tootsie) McDon- 
ald, Mike’s wife and the mother 
of his two children, shot and 
killed a police officer in The 
Store during a shakedown raid. 
Mike saw to it that she was ar- 
raigned before a friendly offi- 
cial, who ruled that she had 
been justified in shooting the 
invader of her home. 

This mishap caused the boss 
gambler to take Tootsie out of 
The Store and put her in a costly 
mansion on Ashland Avenue. 

But then she caused him trou- 
ble of a different kind. She eloped 
with one Billy Arlington, a min- 
strel singer who had come to town 
with the famed Emerson troupe of 
entertainers. Mike dropped every- 
thing to follow the pair, and his 
progress westward across the coun- 
try was faithfully followed in the 
press. He finally caught up with

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them, when they returned from a carriage ride. 
Mike stopped the horses, but before he could do 
anything else Tootsie jumped down and threw 
her arms around his neck, crying, “Don’t shoot, 
Mike! It’s all my fault! Oh, Mike, take me back, 
for the love of God!” 

Much to Arlington’s relief, Mike did not shoot 
him; indeed, he never even looked at him. He sim- 
ply took Tootsie by the arm, marched her to the 
railroad station, and escorted her back to Chicago 
and home. 

The years slipped by, The Store flourished, Me- 
Donald became more and more a political power 
in the bustling city. Almost every big-time gam- 
bler was either a partner or operating only by his 
permission. 


HE WAS one of the elder Carter Harrison’s chief 
advisers during his four terms as mayor from 
1879 to 1887, and when Harrison ran again, and 
won, in 1892, McDonald managed his campaign. 

Not only did Mike become king of the gam- 
blers. He speculated successfully in downtown real 
estate, bought the Chicago Globe, and associated 
with Charles T. Yerkes in the development of trac- 
tion lines. 

Meanwhile, Tootsie gave him trouble again. 
In the late ’80s she ran away again, this time to 
Paris and Mike got a divorce. 

After several years,.sadder and wiser, Tootsie 
returned to Chicago and opened a rooming house. 

Our narrative now introduces a new, but very 
important, character. 

Back in 1884, the McDonald children had num- 
bered among their playmates a pretty 10-year-old 
girl named Dora Feldman. Mike had fondly 
watched her grow to womanhood, and had sympa- 
thized with her when her youthful marriage to 
Sam Barclay, a baseball player, went on the rocks. 

In 1895, when she was 21 and he 56, Mike saw 
Dora in the chorus of a musical show and became 
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helplessly infatuated with her. Three years later 
he married her and installed her in a luxurious 
new home on Drexel Boulevard. He regarded his 
beautiful bride as undoubtedly the best prize he’d 
ever won, in or out of The Store, 

Unfortunately, however, Dora also .became in- 
fatuated, but not with him. 

One day during the year of her marriage she 
made the acquaintance of handsome 16-year-old 
Webster Guerin while he was passing her home 
on the way to school. This chance meeting de- 
veloped into a close friendship and, presently, a 
romance. 

In the beginning, she would invite him into 
the house while he was on the way home from 
school. In time his visits grew longer and longer. 

Word of the relationship reached Guerin’s 
mother, with the result that she called on Dora, 
fell upon her knees, and allegedly pleaded: 

“Please let my boy alone! Oh, won’t you let 
me have him?” i | 

Dora would not. 

Guerin passed out of his teens, quit school, 
opened a haberdashery shop on Madison Street. 
On numerous occasions Dora called for him in a 
carriage and they went away together, Guerin 
carrying a suitcase. 


| ATER he and his brother, Archie, went into 

business, calling themselves the Harrison Art 
Co. It was one of those places where one re- 
ceived a photograph free if one bought a frame. 
Their office was in the Omaha building on Van 
Buren Street. re lars 

The romance continued until Feb. 21, 1907, 
when the sound of a shot was heard in Room 703 
of the Omgha building. 

Tenants rushing to the spot found Guerin dead 
on the floor from a bullet wound in the chest. 
Near by stood Dora McDonald, a small pearl- 
handled revolver in her hand. 

“I told him I knew where his heart was,” she 
end quoted as saying, “and I didn’t miss it an 
inch!” 

“Why did you do it?” police officers asked. All 
she would offer by way of explanation was that 
She did it because she loved him. 

So again there was a mess of trouble for Mike 
to attend to. 

At first he thought that Guerin had been black- 
mailing Dora and that the shot had been fired in

prosecutors as “very learned counsel,” and he 
never referred to Judge Brentano without calling 
him “learned and honored.”

They Chute Beavers 


THE plane swooped down 
over the thickly wooded 
hills and cut across the 
small mountain lake, just a 
few hundred feet above its 
shimmering surface. 

It circled and came back, 
but this time small para- 
chutes, carrying wooden 
boxes, came plummeting 
from its belly. 

One by one the para- 
chutes dropped the boxes 
to the water’s surface. As 
they hit, the boxes opened 
and small furry animals 
popped out. They started 
swimming expertly — and 
furiously —towards_ the 
shore, | 

A few minutes later the 
animals clambered up on 
land, mad enough to chew 
nails —-or rather, wood. 
Heading for the nearest 
trees, they gnawed angrily, 
slashing away in a fine 
rage. 

But then, that’s what the 
belligerent beavers—it an- 
noys them to be shut up 
in boxes—were there for. 
They were parachuted down 
by the Idaho Fish and 
Game Department to cut 
down trees for purposes of 
conservation, 


LANES have been used 
for years to stock lakes 

and streams with fish in 
wild, inaccessible regions, 
but Idaho is probably the 
first to drop beavers. Credit 
goes to Scotty Heter, for- 
mer Air Force officer and 
now a conservation officer 
at McCall, Idaho, for the 
idea of trapping beavers 
alive in the lowlands and 
transporting them by plane 
to the wilderness. 

After much experimenta- 
tion, a box was devised 
with criss-crossing rubber 
bands that hold it together 
as long as it is suspended 


in the air but open im- 
mediately on contact with 
water or land. 

Pilots who are experi- 
enced at dropping the 
parachute “smoke - jump- 


.ers’’—forest-fire fighters— 


have drawn the assignment 
of bombing the forests 
with beavers. 

Dropping the .amphibi- 
ous paratroopers in re- 
mote spots serves’ two 


natural conservationist. His 
dams not only discourage 
soil erosion, but hold baek 
water that might otherwise 
swell lowland rivers to flood 
proportions. 

In time of drought, his 
ponds form reservoirs, and 
sometimes help to check 
forest fires. 

Secondly, the beaver is 
generally an unpopular fel- 
low in civilized parts. The 
energetic little hecklers 
seem to delight in spoiling 
man’s best laid irrigation 


plans. They plug up 
culverts and irrigation 
ditches, flood fields and 
orchards by _ injudicious 


damming, and persistently 
build bigger and better edi- 
fices when their original 
dams are torn down. 


BEAVERS are protected 

by conservation laws, 
however, following a period 
of near-extinction from 
overtrapping, so you can’t 
just finish them off. Man’s 
ingenuity has not yet found 
a way to outwit them, ex- 
cept to’ catch them and 
carry them someplace else. 

Some time ago, the water 
department of St. Helens, 
Ore., released four “trial’’ 
beavers on the city’s water- 
shed area, with the idea 
that the beavers would 
build dams on the back 
streams and store water 
until the town needed it. 
Unfortunately, the beavers 
didn’t cooperate. They built 
lots of dams — in all the 
wrong places—-and diverted 
much of the city’s water 
supply. 

The experiment was 
finally abandoned. It kept 
water department men too 
busy chasing around after 
the beavers, tearing down 
their misdirected master- 
works.

Eigenmann moved the supposed 
mummy. into an empty store ‘in 
Evansville, where crowds of peo- 
ple swarmed in to gaze in awe— 
at a price, of course. More than 
one woman “recognized” it as her 
long-lost husband—one even filed 
a court order for the ring, saying 
the figure was the petrified form of

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her husband who had been mur- 
dered and thrown in the river. , It 
was “positively identified” a num- 
ber of other times as being vari- 
ous missing people. 

Controversy was heated. Sev- 
eral experts called it “a perfect 
example of petrified flesh.’’ Others 
insisted it was man-made, and still 
others demanded that a post mor- 
tem be held. Although the County 
Coroner refused the post mortem, 
doctors were finally permitted to 
bore a hole in the skull, which they 
fotind to be hollow. ‘The hollow 
skull proves beyond doubt,” said 
Captain Eigenmann gleefully, “‘that 
the man is petrified.”’ 


HEN Evansville ministers ob-

OME commuters drive 
their cars to work, some 
take trains, some _ take 
buses or street cars.

—never did any running 
until he went into the 
army, where he took up 
distance racing as a hobby.

Then he settled in Mack- 
ayville, a suburb of Mon- 
treal, with his wife and 
three children, where he 
had to ride street cars to 
get to the office where he 
works as an accountant.

N old saying has it that 
there’s little larceny 
in nearly all mankind, but 
it isn’t necessarily so.

still appeared brimming, 
Lewis got around to mak- 
ing an audit. 

The result? A loss of 
just 40 cents over the five 
years of his experiment in 
trusting the public. 

Lewis tried to meet the 
honesty of his patrons with 


an equal integrity. He 
hung out a sign saying: 

“We know you're hon- 
est, and we try to be hon- 
est, too. We never put any 
better potatoes or peaches 
on top than we put on the 
bottom.” 

Up in Gardner, Mass., 
R. J. Gibbons, manager of 
a large store, hung a tin 
can on a post so that cus- 
tomers would find it easy

To 
make a chain, you start 
with a loop of thread on 
your hook. With the hook, 
you pull the thread from 
your ball of cotton through 
this loop.
